Japanese funeral is as follows: 


"Following the death of a Japanese, 


the first Fign of mourning 
is 
the 


turning of all the sliding doors and 
screens throughout the house topsy- 
turvey and all garments inside out. A 
priest is then called and takes his 
place beside IKe corpse. Friends "of 
the family take charge of all the de- 
tails, as the relatives are supposed to 
be too much absorbed in sorrow to 
look after the minor cares and prep- 
arations of the melancholy occasion. 


'•"One friend directs the laying out 


of the corpse, another orders the cof- 
fin and draperies, and a third stations 
himself at the door of the home of 
mourning to receive the formal visits 
of condolence.. The grave, dug by a 
fourth friend, is situated usually in 
the gounds of some temple, is shaped 
like a well and is lined with cement i 
to prevent the entrance of water. 
Meanwhile the corpse is clad in a 
white -shroud, upon which the priest 
inscribes sacred characters as a pass- 
port to heaven, and is placed in an 
earthen coffin. The funeral procession 
is held at night. The way is lighted 
by a number of "torch-Dearers, who 
are followed "by .'priests bearing in- 
cense and sacred 'books. The number 
of iorch-tearers" anil religious men 
depends upon the wealth of the family 
of the deceased. Then, in the ease of 
a rich man, his servants, clad in oid 
Japanese costumes, follow the priests, 
each carrying a bamboo pole on which 
umbrellas and lanterns are attached. 


"Next comes tfie. corpse, borne upon 


a. bier, over which garlands are sus- 
pended.- The male 
relatives, and 


friends of the deceased come nest in 
line, followed by the female mourners 
and their friends. 


"More priests meet the procession 


at tie temple and perform a funeral 
service oefore the body is interred or 
cremated. Th funeral music is pro- 
duced by striking copper basins, ar.fi 
is very sad and mournful indeed. Aft- 
er the sad duty has been completed, 
swarms of beggars gather about the 
mourners, and refuse to leave until 
coins have been liberally distributed 
among them. After the 
procession 


the marchers retaru to the house of 
sorrow, where an elaborate banquet is 
served."
